NEW TE1CKS OF CRIMINALS. 


banclag tbe E»r» and the No»e—New 
War of Disguising; tbe Eyes—The 
Change in One's Appearance Made 


', 
by Ilead Shaving.

Chiefs of police in the 'larger cities 
ave lately remarked a growing in- 
genuity on the part of criminals in the 
natter of disguise. In order to learu 
their latest arts the writer called on 


Wef of Police Conlin, of New York, 
at headquarters the other day. 


"Professional criminals," he 
said, 


are more than ever prolific in the mat- 
ter of disguises. They are showing 
ncreased cleverness in changing their 
ihysical appearance so that the duties 
of a detective become harder every day. 
;t is no longer necessary to be familiar 
simply with the general appearance 
of the great criminals of the country 
who flock to New York, but he must 
study the appearance that a man could 
assume 
bv 
a certain amount of 


change." 


The adoption of the Bertillon system 


of measurement by the New York po- 
ice board and by other cities is the 
cause of the unusual effort of crim- 
naJs to conceal their identity, accord- 
mg to Chief Conlin. The system, be- 
ing only understood in a general way, 
he criminals do not take it into con- 
sideration that, to dpfent it would ne- 
cessitate a change in the very bones 
of the body. But Chief Conlin admits 
.hat under the Bertillon system it is 
necessary to catch a man before he can 
l>e measured, and that, however per- 
fect the system may be, anyone is cer- 
tainly <:afe enough as long as he can 
remain beyond its reach. 


A knoivledge of certain details of the 


French system has taught the detect- 
ves a great deal, ahd if the criminal 
element is growing more cautious and 
more keen every day, so are the men 


headed man as the one they had known. 
It was necessary to keep him, in jail un- 
til his hair gre~w out before he could be 
convicted. It was from this that the 
detectives got their idea, and began 
to study the bumps of the head. It ifi 
proposed to shave the heads of men 
hired for thepurpose.takingpicturesof 
the head before 'and after shaving, and, 
study the result. 
. 


Chief Conlin believes that the worki 


of the New York police department is 
much harder than that of the depart- 
ment of any city in the world. "We not 
only have to keep track of our own 
criminals," said he, "but those of the 
whole world who come here at one time 
or another in the course of their lives. 
We have to contend not only with the 
methods of the lawbreakers of New 
York, but with those of every city of 
the country, and whose methods are 
as different as day and night. It was 
some of th* western criminals who first 
saw the absolute folly of wearing false 
whiskers, beards «uid wigs, and it was 
the men of the east who followed their 
lead." 


The nose, as seen in the full face view, 


is now altered in appearance by insert- 
ing in each nostril a quill of peculiar 
shape. A noae of an entirely different 
character is obtained in this way. One 
that is slim aud pointed becomes thick 
anil rounded. The quills alter the voice 
as well, and thus answer a double pur- 
pose. This full face is now being al- 
tered also by the use of false gums. 
There are several sets of these in the 
museum at the New York police head- 
quarters. They very much resemble 
the gums of old-fashioned teeth. They 
are fitted in the mouth under the up- 
per lip and have the effect of filling ont 
the cheeks. 


The latest effort to overcome the 


color and general appearance of the 
eyes, which last have doubtless be- 
trayed more criminals than anything 
else, seems amusing. It is a pair of 
spectacles, apparently of the ordinary 
sort when seen as worn by a man. They 
are, however, on the side towards the

of the department. That 
criminals 


are becoming1 more scientific every day 
was shown a little while ago, when a 
confidence man, who has been known 
lo the police for 'ben years, was led 
into the Central office building. A de- 
tective had followed him for three 
days before he dared to arrest him. 
When this man was examined critical- 
ly, the reason for the detective's fail- 
ure to identify him was instantly 
found. 
In other days, the man's ears 


had stood out at a pronounced nngle 
from his head; now they lay flnt. It 
was found 1hat a surgical operation 
had been performed to produce this re- 
.sult. The skin of the scalp and bacic 
of the ear had been cut away and the 
two held close together for many days. 
In time the ear had grown to the scalp, 
and so was held flat. As th€ ears had 
been the distinguishing mark of the 
man the detective naturally hesitated 
when he came upon n man with dark 
spectacles and these flat-lying1 ears. 


"Did 
you e%'er think," asked Chief 


Conlin, "what effect the removing of a 
hea\y growth of the hair from a man's 
head would make?" When the reply 
was made that the listener had jie\er 
even thought of the matter, the chief ex- 
plained that it would entirely alter a 
man's appearance. Several cases have 
come before the police lately of crimi- 
nals disguising themselves in this man- 
rer."The most simple disguises," said the 
chief, "are as a rule the more succcess- 
ful. Take this idea of head shaving, 
it's so very simple that when we found 
it was being done, we wondered that it 
had not been thought of long before." 
It was purely an accident that disclosed 
tlie idea. An Italian, who had stabbed 
u small boy and escaped before the po- 
lice reached the scene, was arrested as 
he walked from a barber shop half an 
hour later. His head was as bald as an 
egg. It had just been shaved. This 
made no difference as far as the police 
were concerned, for they had never seen 
the man before. He had been arrested 
on the evidence of a brother of the boy 
who was stabbed. The second boy had 
followed the man when he ran, and had 
stood outside the barber shop until a 
policeman came along1 whom he told 
of the stabbing1. But when the prison- 
er was taken to court, the effect of the 
shaved head was seen at once, for peo- 
ple who lad witnessed the stabbing, 
and who had known the Italian for 
years, were ursble to identify tkf bald- 


eye arranged with a series of fine lines 
which follow the general direction of 
the. lines of the iris and pupil of the 
eye. 
Although these indentures ara 


so slight as to be imperceptible except, 
by the closest scrutiny, there are 
hun- 


dreds of them crowded m the limited 
space, and each is colored to form a 
gi-ncrnl perfect and harmonious tone. 
It is, in reality, a false eye on the back 
of the hpectncle glasses. The result to 
the nearer is' obvious; he may have 
brown ryes, but if he puts on a pair of 
these spectacles arranged to represent 
blue eye.s his eyes appear to be blue. 
It is an ingenious contrivance, but the 
police belie-,c that they will be used; 
by novices rather than by professional 
men. 
One thins? the genuine criminal 


understands above all others—that JB, 
that he must not be caught with evi- 
dence. The false eye spectacles when 
found on a man are evidence enough 
that he is a criminal, and they are harfl 
to get rid of once a man is in the hands 
of the police. 


"The eyebrows are another part of 


the face that criminals are now begin- 
ning to carefully consider," concluded 
the chief.' Then he explained how with 
n few touches of a razor and the use of 
cosmetics eyebrows that curve per- 
ceptibly are made to extend straight 
across the brow, and in a like manner 
straight brows are curved. 


But the police seem to consider the 


advanced methods of criminal dis- 
guises philosophically, Chief Conlin re- 
marking 1hat there always had been 
nnd always would be trouble in catch- 
ing lawbreakers, and that is what the 
detectives are for.

ing owl, five weeks old, eats httlfrits 
weight of raw beef at a single lieal, 
and does not suffer in yie slightest 
degree from dyspepsia. It takes thr»c 
square meals of this size daily, and 
e^eii then appears to be hungry at bed- 
time. An observing physician believes 
that the valuable digestive aids for the 
human stomach can be extracted from 
these owls of large appetite, which will 
be niore efficacious possibly than are 
the pepsin preparations now secured 
from the internal* of pigs. Should this 
belief be confirmed, the market tor Cal- 
ifornia owls ought to be considerable, 
and the demand for the bird might war- 
rant the establishment of owl rancher 
—Sao Francisco Chronicle. 


Trace* of BraMtworlM of the RevotattoB- 
«7 Period. 


Some slight traces of theftnst regalttr 


breastwork constructed by the Contl- 
neutola when, they circunxvallated Bos- 
ton may yet be seen upon tlie estate of 
the late Nathaniel J. Brsdlee, at the 
corner of Highland and Cedur street*, 
Boxbury, in tihe rear of hie residence, 
and on which stamds his observatory. 
The estate, which was recently sold, 
is being cut up into lots, and apartment 
houses will be erected thereon. The 
estate wiaa long known, as Dr. Porter's 
cow pasture, the doctor having inherit- 
ed it through his wife, who was 'a 
daughter of Muj. Nathaniel Rugglee. 


The work was irregular in, its out- 


lines, following the natural configura- 
tion of tlie rock, except, on its northern 
side; its eastern base now forms a ter- 
race. It. extended about 400 feet from 
north to south, with an average width 
of about 250 feet. The northeast and 
southwest sides of the rock were very 
steep. The walls of the fort were 12 
feet thick and five feet high, and each 
aigle waa bastioned. The main gate 
or entrance was on the side opposite 
the almshouse. 
Two heavy cannon 


were mounted here on the evening of 
June !M, and. on July 1 a 24-pounder 
also, which, &ays Heath, was flred 
twice; tihe second shot grazed the ene- 
my's parapet, tlhpn struck in the parade, 
amd occasioned some confusion. By its 
elevation, this fort completely com- 
manded the avenue to Boston over the 
Neck. In 1824 this "lower fort," <* 
called to distinguish it from the one 
built to the south of it, was Oius de- 
scribed: "Its interior occupies about 
two acres of ground, and as the hill is 
bare of soil, the placermay still be Been 
where the earth was taken to form Uie 
romports. 
This fortification has not 


been at all injure*], and the embrasures 
may still be noticed where the cnniiiori 
were placed which fired upon tin- ad- 
vanced line of the enemy. A former 
owner of tlie estate, Mr. Alvah Kit- 
tredge, found on building tihedwellinp- 
house in. 1830 that the breastwork great- 
ly obstructed its light on the west side, 
and had it removed. He related the fol- 
lowiiig incident connected with the 
wege: 


"Before tlie work was takcm away 


Mr. Aaron Willard, the. well-known 
clockinaker, then very aged, visited me 
and told me that when he was 10 years 
old he came to Boxbury as a fifcr of a 
company of minute meni from Grnftoii, 
his native town, and that they, with 
many others, were set at work imme- 
diately to throw1 up the redoubt, here 
After n hard day's work they threw 
themselves upon Uiu ground behind it 
and slept &muidly, wrapped in their 
blankete. Just as the suaroaetue next 
morning they wore roused from then 
blunibcra by a 24-pound Khot, which 
plowed through Hie breawtwork, and 
scattering the soil on him and others, 
finally buried itself 
in 
the earth. 


Without waiting for further compli- 
ments of the same nature, they speed- 
ily withdrew, standing not upon the 
order of their going, and, regardless of 
bruises, tumbled o\er each other 
hi 


their hasty descent of the steep roc'c 
in the rear. Ho pointed on* the spot, 
where he judged the ball must have 
lodged, and there it was found when J 
afterward took the work down. 


The curliest reference to this fort 


occurs in a. letter from Henry Knox, 
aftervtard (ien. Kuox, to his wife, dated 
Boxbury, July 0, 1775. 'Yesterday, us 
I was going to Cambridge, I met the 
generals (Washington and Lee), who 
begged me to return to Itoxbury, which 
1 did. When they had viewed the works 
they expressed the greatest pleufluie 
anid surprise at their situation and ap- 
'parent utility, to say nothing of the 
plan, which did not escape their 
praise.' " 


Washington wrote to the president of 


congress on July 10 that Gen. Thom- 
as had thrown up a- strong work on the 
hill about 200 yards above the meeting- 
,house, which, with the brokcnness of 
tlie ground, had mode that pass very 
secure.—Boston Herald.

'they are the duties of it. No state fc*n 
Successfully undertake to extend . Hf 
Ijfljrisdiction unless its internal vitality 
is fcigh, so that it has surplus one^'gTj 
to disi»se of. Uu«;in, as already men- 
tioned, is a state which has taken upon 
[itself ta&ks of this kind beyond its 
strcngrtb and for which it is in no way 
competent. Italy offers ftt this moment 
the strongest instance of a state which 
is imperiling its domestic welfare for 
a colonial policy which is beyond its 
strength, is undertaken arbitrarily and 
has no proper motive. Germany ha» 
taJcen up a colonial policy with j?re;it 
eagerness, apparently from a notion 
that it is one of the attributes of a 
great btate. To maintain it she must 
iidd a great navy to her great military 
establishment and increase the burdens 
of a population which ispoorand heavily 
taxed and which has not in its terri- 
tory any great natural resources from 
which to draw the strength to bear its 
burdens. 


Spain is exhausting her lost strength 


to keep Cuba, which can never repay 
'th« eost 'unless it is treated on tlie old 
colonial plan as a subject province to 
bo exploited for the benefit at the 
mother country. If this is done, how- 
ever, the only consequence will be an 
otherrebelliou and greater expenditure. 
England, as a. penalty of her grearnesB. 
finds herself in all parts of the world 
face to face with the necessity of mail) 
taining her jurisdiction and of extend 
ing it in ordertomaintain it. When »he 
does so she finds herself only extend- 
ing1 law and order for the benefit of 
everybody. It is only In circumstances 
like hers that the burdens hove any 
compensation.—Forum.

December 1802 to August 1893. What had 
occurred?

There is noth 
ing conneted with our money, therefore, 
aeiount for this sudden and aggravated in 
ustrial condition. Whatever id to be dcpre 
cated in our financial srrtem, it must ev 
erywhere be admitted that our rroney ha 
been absolutely good and has 
brough 


neither loss nor inconvenience to ita hold 
ers. A depreciated currency has nut ex 
isted to further vex the troubled businee 
situation. 


Good Money Never Made Times Hard, 
It is a mere pretence to attribute th 


hard times to the fact thitt all our currenc 
is on a gold baais. 
Good monty tevp 


mad? times hard. Those wh > aestrt tha 
our present industrial and 6nan 'inl dp pros 
eion Is the result of the gold stindard ha 
not read American history right, or be< 
careful students of the events of reaeu 
years. We never had greater prosperity 
this country in every field of 
pmplo>men 


and industry than in the busy years froi 
1880 to 1892, during all of which time t 
country was on a gold basis and employe 
more gt>ld money in its finance and bui 
Iness operations than ever before. We had 
too, a protective tariff under which amp 
revenues were collected for the governmen 
and an accumulatio surplus which was con 
stantly applied to the payment of the pub 
lio debt.

We have either been sending too much

We havt lost steadily in both directions. 


Our foreign trade has been diminished and 
our domestic trade baa suffered incalculable 
oss. Our shops are closed, or running on 
half time at reduced wages and small profit 
f not actual loss, Our men at none are 
idle and while they are idle, men abroad 
are occupied in supplying us with gooJe. 
Our unrivalled home market for the faru er 
bas alro greatly suffered because those who 
constitute it—the great army of American 


earners—are without the work and 


wages they formeily ha-i. The losa of earn- 
ing power alone in this country in the part 
three years is euffioUnt to have produced 
our unfort'inate business situation. 


Not Open Mints But Open Mills. 


It is not an increase io the volume of 


money which is'the need of the time, but 
an increase in the volume of business. Not 
an increase ot coin,but an increase of con- 
fidence. Not moro coinage, but a moie ac- 
tive use ol the money coined. Not open 
mints for the unlimited coinage of the sil- 
vei of the world, but open tnllla for the full 
and unrestricted labor of American work- 
inemen. This will only come with the em- 
ployment of the masses and euoh employ. 
m«nt is certain to ful'ow the re establish- 
ment o f a wise protective policy which 
shall ericourB(je manufacturing at home. 
The fiist duty of the republican party if 
restored to power in the coun'ry will be the 
enactment of a tariff law which will raise 
all the money necessary tc/ conduct the guv. 
ernment, economically and honestly ad- 
ministered and so adjusted as to give pref- 
erence to home manufacturers and adequr.te 
p-oteetionto home labor and the home 
market. 
Our duties should a! aya 
be

Never was a more grievous wrong 
done the farmers of our country than that 
so unjuetly inflicted during the past three 
years upon the wool growers of America. 
At no time within the past thirty-six years 
and perhaps never during any previous p r- 
iod have so many of our woollen factories 
been suspended as now. 
The republican

Reciprocity, 


Another declaration of the republican 


platform that hai my most cordial support 
is that whioh favors reciprocity. The spUn- 
did results of the reciprocity arrangement 
that were made under authority of the tariff 
law of 1880 ore striking and buggestive. 
The brief period they weio in force iu mobt 
cases only three jcirs, was not JOLK enough 
to thoroughly test their great value, but 
sufficient was shown by tha trial to conclus- 
ivelv dernonstr'te the Importance and th> 
wi-dom of their adoption.

gregate of Europe exports that jeer, reached 
the Immense sum of $1,030,278,148, a ram

than 
any 


previous year In 1893 owing to the threat 
ot unfriendly tariff legislation the total 
dropped to $847,665,194. 
Our exports of 


domestic merchandise decreased $189,000,- 
000 but reciprocity still secured us a large 
trade in Central and South America and i ' 
larger trade with the West Indies than we 
had ever.betore enjoyed. The increase of 
trade with the countries with which we had 
reciprocity agreements was $3,560,615, 
over our trade in 1892, anfl $16,440.721 
over our trade in 1891. The only countries 
with which the United States traded thot 
showed Increased exports in 1893 were prac- 
tically those with which we had reciprocity 
arrangements. The reciprocity treaty be- 
tween this country and Spain, touching the 
markets of Cuba and Puerto Rico, was an- 
nounced Sept. 1, 1891. The growth of our 
trade with Cubi was phenomenal. In 1851 
we sold that country but 114,411 barrels 
of flour; in 1892, 366,175; in 1893,616,406; 
and in 1894, 662,248. Here was a growth 
of nearly 50 per cent, while our exporta- 
tion of flour to Cuba for the year ending 
June aC, 1895—the year following the repeal 
of the reciprocity treaty fell to 379,956 bar- 
rel, a loss of nearly half our trade with 
that country, The value at our total ex 
ports of merchandise in the United States 
tr> Cuba in 1891—the jeat prior to the ne- 
gotiation of the reciprocity 
treaty—was 


$12,2?4,8R8; in 1693 $17,953,679, in 1893. 
$24,157,698; in 1891, $20,125,321; but In 
1895 after the annulment ^of thj reciproci- 
ty agreement it Jell to onlv 12 887,661 
Many similar examples might be given of 
our increased trade under reciprocity with 
other countries, but enough 
has 
been 


shown of the efficiency of the legislation of 
1890 to justify the speedy restoration of iie 
reciprocity provisions. 


Foreign Immigration. 


The declaration of the platform touch- 


ini! foreign immigration is one of peculiar 
importance at this time, when our own 
lubjring people are in euch great distress. I 
am in hearty sympathy with the present 
legislation restricting foreign immigration 
and favor such extension ot the laws as 
will secure the United States from invasion 
by the debased and criminal classes of the 
old world. While we adhere to the public 
policy under which our country has re- 
ceived great bodies of honest, industrious 
eni'ena who have added to tho wealth, and 
power of the lanS and while we welcome 
to our shores the well disposed and indus- 
trious immigiatit who contributes by his 
energy and i^telligeace to the cause of free 
government, we want co immigrants 'who 
do not seek our shores to becou e citinenr-. 
We shou!d permit none to participate in the 
advantages of our civlli/atiun who do not 


or piivate.muBt be rebuked by all men who 
beliera that honesty is the best policy, or 
who loveitbeir country and would preserve 
unsullied its national honor.

Ogleshy's Speech. 


At tho conclusion of the introductory 


remarks by Mr. Gorin, Hon. B. J. Ogles- 
by was presented amid cheers and ap- 
plause. Mr. Oglesby spoke for over an 
hour but the larfte audience was greatly 
interested in what, bo said and the speaker 
himself seems to enjoy telling ot his 
early days. He spoke substantially as fol- 
lows: 


"Mr. President and old settlers: I was 


once one of you and suppose that I am 
still one of you. 'I don't see very many 
of the men I knew fifty years ago. Gorin, 
hero, I have always known and I don't 
know how much older be Is than me. 
Ira and Bob Warniek I have always 
known. I didn't know Bob was still 
alive and I want him to keep still about 
me today. I attended my first old set- 
tlers meeting thirty years ago and have 
attended them ever since but not so much 
lately. Two years a'go I came to Deeatur 
and made a political speech and I thought 
that it would bet my last political speech 
or my valedictory. I made my first old 
settlers'speech in Deeatur and it is fitting 
that this, my last, should be made bore. 
The old people are scarce and I do not see 
as many as I nsed to. They have had 
their day and they have passed off tho 
field of action into tho spirit life. 
How 


much they know of us we do not kuovv 
No man has ever penetrated tho mysteries 
of tho future. 
Tho old s :ttlers are rap- 


idly passing away, on and on they go in 
that ceaseless eternal march to the grave. 
Tho old settlers do not die out like tho 
soldiers. Wo made ourselves conspicu- 
ous for thirty years but thero is a time 
when the last old soldier must die. Tho 
last old soldier of the Revolution Is dead 
but I understand thero are seven of their 
w'dows living. Some cf those old fellows 
married when they wore 80 to girls of 10. 
Cupid's darts wore flying among tho old 
men then just us they arc now. 


"Tho old settlers or pioneers led tho way 


to civilization. Abraham led fie way to the 
city of Damascus and since that time peo- 
ple have Icon moving farther west. They 
populated the whole continent of .Europe 
and then crossed tho Atlantic and landed 
at tho Plymouth Rock. They penetrated 
this continent in the face of tho bow and 
arrow and the tomahawk. 
No one can 


understand, why these risky explorations 
wore kept up. 
The pioneers kept on till 


they had explored every foot of the Missis- 
sippi vallev mid then crossed tho plains to 
the great Pacific coast. They have gone 
tfi Alaska and have oven 
KIIIIO within 


liili miles of she north pole. Humanity 
will never be satisfied until tliey have put 
tho Rules of their feet on both polos. 


"We had n good deal of experience hero 


flfty yea's ago. 
Goriii was here first and 


knows more about it than I do. Old 
Major Waruiok's son, Bob, and I were 
good friends. 
We tramped together in 


tho Mexican war. 
We marched 500 miles 


through the Mexican republic, I am 
amazed to see him here, I thought ho had 
been dead twenty yars. I came hero on 
April 30,188(1, sixty years ago, nnd I think 
that is long enough to give mo a patent of 
respectability. I have been through many 
calamities, two wars, three panics, and 
have been married twice. Oh, the many 
good follows there were here in those 
days. They wore not well dressed nor 
they didn't know anything about (Jupld's 
arrows but they felt them and they had 
more children than any people I ever 
knew. You no sooner got one swarm out 
of the way and bury them until there is 
another swarm. 
There is no end to tho 


old settlers, and there will continue to bo 
unless the public get out of patience with 
us. But thero is something in our meet- 
ings after all 
It connectn tho prcsen 


with the past. Wo can toll how we lived 
in Deeatur before we had any mills. We 
had nothing to buy, nothing to sell, and 
nothing to buy with. How we got along 
is a perplexing problem and it takes an 
old settler to explain it. 
What kind of a 


school and teacher do you think the firs 
ones were? Those who led in prayer am 
singing bad voices no 
svCeeter than 


tbo old settlfir who led tho singing to 
oay. But wo sung it through and wba 
wo couldn't sing Hawk Gorin und im 
fiddled it out. I don't know why Haw! 
stopped fiddling after he got rich. I fid 
died till the last string broke. 


"When Abraham led the way to Damas 


ens he had a special promise from Goc 
but I can tell you wo didn't have any 
such special promise. When I. came every 
thing was wild. Tho deer were thick in 
tbo woods and the roseu weed grew up 
high every year. That rosen weed was 
the most beautiful flower that ever gre 
and it I bad my way I would make it th 
flower of Illinois. ?rom out of that ol 
pioneer life came the present civilization 
All the teeming wealth, all the splendo 
of modern times la due to those pioneers 
Why people go this way Into* a new 


country no one con say. I am tbunkfnl 
to God that I was born at that time and 
came west and found a home with a kind 
people who were willing to take my work 
when I bad nothing else to give. Nobody 
had any money then. Hawk Gorin nnd I 
went to Sprlngfleld once to have- a spree 
and wo only had a dollar between us, but 
wo stayed two days. Tbo young people 
must listen to us. They cannot do what 
we did, for the conditions are different 
War may come, men may bo foolish to 
flght again. 
With all tbo advantages of 


education and Christianity, the folly of 
man has never been stopped. It has 
been checked switched out of the way but 
it will arise again, 


"It was a wonderful people who lived 


here in those early days. 
They had a 


strong sense of justice and they wore all 
of thorn bone st. To bo sure they didn't 
pay their store bills, nt least I know I 
didn't. They were a sober, thoughtful 
people sometimes given t-> malicious mis- 
chief. But great crimes were 
seldom 


heard of. There was a little hog stealing 
and street lights, but It was rare that a 
man's horso was stolen. 
The people were 


industrious, but it was an exceedingly 
slow going time and wo don't want to go 
back to it again. There wore a good 
many happy days. I 
remember bow 


Hawk Gorin, Ed MoClollnn and myself 
used to play poker all day Sunday. Wo 
would piny all day on 25 cents. Wo used 
to flght in tho streets. Wo would knock 
each other down and then go and have a 
drink. 
Wo could get a good big drink 


then for fl'^ conta and a whole gallon for 
37 cents. 
We lived a hulf-romautio, half- 


industrious, half-civilized, half-ohristiau 
life. 


"Tbcso old settlers laid tho foundation 


of the laws of our state. A ny lawyer 
will tell you that tho laws writtun prior 
to 1845 were as good as any made lately. 
There wore good men horo in those dnvs. 
When was thero any man of greater 
ability, greater genius, greater splendor 
or greater intellect than Abraham Lin- 
coln? Ho was a man who had gone deep 
into tho pages of history and his memory 
will last forever. 
So simple, so true, and 


without a vice. Whoever heard Lincoln 
swear an oath or drink intoxicating liq- 
uor, or knew him to bo rude, contrary or 
cross? Wo could not read and I don't 
think that no was able to read himself till 
after ho was 50 years old. Ho never 
wronged uny one, bo settled more fights 
and quieted moro angry passion than any 
man I ever knew. Thoso are not idle 
words of praise but tho truth, to let you 
young people know that there are living 
men why knew him. Ho WHS foully assiissi-. 


ated. Thank God I stood by him In his 
st agony and was present when he drew 
is last breath.

uany great men. 
They were strong, 


loral, good, intellectual men,
